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Planning Board * 
Endorses Deeper 
River Channel 


Resolution Adopted To Be 
Submitted to Commission­ 
ers of Bucks County 


DOYLESTOWN, Apr. 8 — The 
proposal to deepen the Delaware 
River channel to 40 feet from 
Philadelphia to Trenton was en- 
domed 
yesterday 
by the 
Bucks 
County Planning Commission. The 
action followed a request from 
the Oreater Southeastern Philadel­ 
phia-New Jersey Council. 
The channel project, eatimated 
to coat $87,000,000, has gained wide­ 
spread support as a facility to 
augment the industrialisation of 
the lower part of Bucks county, as 
well aa the rest of the Delaware 
Valley area. However, some small­ 
er groups have been critical of the 
plan. 
Howard M. Barnes, president of 
the Doylestown National Bank and 
also president of the planning com­ 
mission, stated at the meeting: 
“If we are going to have indus­ 
try in the southern end of Bucks 
county, we might as well have It 
operating at top efficiency. And 
since industry needs a connection 
with the sea. the only thing to do 
is to back this movement for deep­ 
ening of the Delaware River chan­ 
nel.” 
A motion for approval was pre­ 
sented by William Spencer Erwin, 
of Langhorne, a county engineer, 
who 
added 
that 
the 
approval 
should be submitted to the County 
Commissioners and that the latter 
should make every effort to contact 
the Governors of New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, 
to 
promote 
this 
move. Also be sent Senators Martin 
and Duff and to the members of 
V. S. House of Representatives 
from Bucks, Montgomery, Delaware 
and Phila. counties.” 

Barnes, Doylestown, 
chairman, presided at a meeting of 
the Bucks County Planning Com­ 
mission yesterday afternoon at two 
o’clock In the Commission's offices.

The second oldest resident of 
Cornwells Heights lives In the old­ 
est building In that community. 
He Is Ralph Simons, 78, whose 
home Is the former "The Old Half 
Way House,” where in stagecoach 
days, travelers would put up for 
the night. Mr. Simons and his wife 
will have lived In thta historic old 
place 27 years on May <th. 
Mr. Simons Is the proud possessor 
of an old deed, dated 1812, which 
refers to an earlier deed of 1809. 
In 1922, Half Way House was given 
up as a hotel and Mr. 8imona 
bought IL 
A few years later, he moved the 
building hack 38 feet from the 
highway and 36 feet to one aide. 
Then he remodeled the old frame 
building and started furnishing It 
with antiques. 
Mr. Simons and hts wife run a 
grocery store In a building next to 
the house, which is also very old. 
Some years ago, he sold everything 
that was needed by a farm or a 
home keeper. He has nine qmploy- 
ees, who traveled about the region, 
delivering orders. 
He did Borne of his own killing, 
slaughtering calves and pigs and 
storing them In the big vaults they 
used in those days, way down cel­ 
lar. He also made his own sausage 
and lard.
